The eight, convicted on one of 
three counts brought against them 
by a Stanislaus County Jury, at 
the instance of the Standard Oil 
Company, were to have been sen» 
tenced yesterday. 

The sentencing on the count 
of “possession of dynamite” will 
be postponed until the day of the 
hearing, the judge declarede 

Testimony against the eight con- 
sisted mainly of garbled tales 
told by Standard Oil and police 
spies and plants. Each defendant 
in turn, denied any knowledge of 
the alleged dynamite. 

The frame-up was an outgrowth 
of the Tanker Strike conducted 
up and down the Pacific Coast 
several months ago, in which the 
Standard Oil was declared unfair 
and its products subsequently

Samuel, Liberal opposition

The majesty of . international 
capitalist justice and the League 
of Nations will rise to full height 
when the barefooted Ethiopian 
troons face the murderous attack 
of Italy with huge chunks of in- 
dignation and grat gobs of moral 
force.
